SUBJECT; Executive Order 10450 


Tony Lapham called Mr. Nichols, General Counsel of OMB, to explain 
that we were forwarding a letter to him advising OMB that the Agency has 
problems with the order and assuring OMB that a letter on the specifics 
would be forthcoming shortly. Nichols reported that comments on the order 
have been "massive," and it was Nichols feeling that the present draft will 
have to be in effect discarded and entirely rewritten. It was not clear to 
Mr . Lapham whether Nichols meant that OMB would do a rewrite in order 
to deal with the many comments received or whether Nichols thought O 
would refer it to some agency or interagency mechanism for a new start. 
Nichols asked for some tentative or rough comments right away, but Mr. 
Lapham resisted this, advising that Mr. Bush would want to address this 
matter which he has not yet done. It was left however that if Nichols 
concludes he needs our tentative comments as soon as possible with an 
understanding that the Director would be free to revise at a later date, 
he Nichols would get back to Mr. Lapham to that effect.
